Each shoveler has been fill­ 
ing about twenty-two cars a day. 
Approximately 2,000 men are out of

It insures greater profits to the pro­ 
ducer, the dealer can handle them on 
a smaller margin and the consumer 
gets better eggs to use, 
which

The presence of male birds in the 
flock does not increase egg produc­ 
tion, but from 2 to 3 per cent of the j 
females 
are 
injured by the males, J 
which lowers the egg yield from the 
entire flock. 
Feeding the male birds 
after 
the 
breeding season is a useless expense. 
Many produce dealers pay more for 
roosters on “Swat the Rooster d ly” 
in order to encourage their sale. 
If an egg contains 
the 
fertilizing I 
germ, proper heat is 
the 
principal I 
factor w hich will cause the germ to j 
grow'. 
The summer temperature will 
cause the germ to develop and if ii 
is chilled or killed in any way, it is 
the point where 
decomposition 
be 
gins, 
lf there is no germ in the cg?, 
there is no point for decompose ior 
to set in except 
from 
an 
outside 
source. 
Therefore, infertile eggs arc 
more satisfactory for all concerned. 
it should not be understood that in­ 
ert i Ie eggs should be kept longer or 
tared for improperly, for that would 
nean no improvement over old moth 
>ds. 
Infertile eggs should be mar 
keted just as often and cared for just 
is carefully as fertile eggs, which will 
insure an improved product for the 
market.

In Washington, where the surface 
events of polities cast up mm Ii light 
draft information, the belief is quite 
strong that Hughes will be the nomi­ 
nee of the Chicago convention. 
In 
New' York city, 
where 
popular and 
b u sin ess opinion renters, the belief 
is equally strong that Roosevelt will 
be nominated. 
The 
ante-con vent ion 
struggle 
is 
now' 
entering 
its 
final 
phase—one 
new to America politics and entirely 
different from that of 
1912 
a phase 
which will feature diplomacy raihei 
than warfare. After looking careful 
Iv over the entire ground and com 
paring reports from various parts oi 
the country, including the opinions of 
ex per politicians, the following fun 
damentai facts 
stand 
out 
clearly: 
First, neither Roosevelt nor his oppo 
nents inside the republican, party can 
defeat President Wilson without the 
other’s help. Second, neither faction 
is willing 
as both were willing in 
1 9 1 2 -to force a fight inside the par­ 
ty, thus inviting a split and defeat in 
November. 
These twTo facts should 
be kept well in mind by those wile 
are trying to find 
out 
in advance 
what the Chicago convention is like 
ly to do. 
Leaders of the regular republicans 
say that the drift 
during 
the 
last 
week has been away from Roosevelt 
hut they do not 
claim 
that it has 
been noticeably in the 
direction of 
Hughes. 
It 
is 
the 
Root candidacy 
that seems to have been forcing its 
way to the front of late. It would be 
unfair to 
say 
that 
Roosevelt 
has 
lost any ground, for he has not; but. 
so far as the primaries have been in­ 
dicating, he has

any. The standing still attitude, how­ 
ever, need not be taken too serious-

The mystery surrounding the dis­ 
appearance of Ethel Oliver, who left 
her home at Tacoma last September, 
and dropped completely from sight, 
has been cleared by the young woman 
herself. 
She reported in person to the Se­ 
attle juvenile court 
authorities 
last 
w'eek, and after conferences with her 
mother and other interested parties, 
a reconciliation was effected. 
Miss Oliver, it was learned, is em­ 
ployed as a maid in a sorority house 
in the university district, and is con­ 
tented and happy in her position of 
independence. 
Mrs. Lizzie Oliver was in Seattle 
Saturday and met her daughter. 
De- 
i 
tective M. J. Wells, of Everett, was 
present at the meeting. 
Mrs. Oliver 
now makes her home in Everett, and 
she 
returned 
Saturday night, confi­ 
dent that the differences between her 
and her daughter had been adjusted. 
“Ethel promised to write me fre-j 
quently, and we are now the hest of 


friends,” said Mrs. Oliver. 


The disappearance of Miss Oliver 


created a sensation at the time. 
The 
police of Seattle, Tacoma, Everett and 
other Washington cities were request­ 
ed to work on the ease. 
When she left her home September 
i 2 last she gave no reason other than 
that she desired to sever connections 
wit Ii her family, and that 
she 
pro­ 
posed to make her own living in the 
future. 
It was hinted at the time that dif­ 
ferences with her mother over relig­ 
ious beliefs were responsible for the 
estrangement. 
Whatever the cause, 
the fact remains that the girl baffled 
the efforts of police and private de­ 
tectives to locate her, and her mother 
expended a competence in the futile 
search. 
Tacoma police and County Detec­ 
tive Shaw’ began a search two weeks 
after the girl left her home. The first 
news was a letter from Avery, Idaho, 
postmarked September 28, and appar­ 
ently signed by Ethel, which told her 
mother not to worry. 
October 29 a letter came to Mrs. 
Oliver from McMinneville, Ore., say­ 
ing the girl was reading in4 newspa­ 
pers of the search being made, but 
that she never w’ould return home. 
“My leaving was no sudden whim,” 
said the letter. 
“Why do you keep 
searching for me, mother?” 
The girl finally went to her mother's 
home in Everett for the first time 
since 
her 
disappearance and talked 
two hours, saying she was in a good 
home and happy, but left without tell­ 
ing w’here she was employed.
